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LEFTY  O'DOUL  BRIDGE  SHUT  FOR  REPAIRS 


Third  St  to  Downtown?  Not  for  a  While 


Potrero  Hill  residents  who  routinely 
use  Third  Street  as  a  shortcut  to  get 
to  downtown,  the  financial  district,  or 
the  Embarcadero,  will  have  to  change 
that  routine  for  the  next  few  months. 

The  Francis  "Lefty"  O'Doul  Bridge 
(Third  Street  Bridge)  in  China  Basin 
was  closed  in  mid-July  and  will  remain 
closed  for  approximately  15  weeks  while 
seismic  retrofit  and  other  rehabili- 
tation work  take  place. 

Although  it  is  no  coincidence  that  this 
work  is  a  prelude  to  the  opening  of  the 
Giants  new  ballpark  nearby,  the  bridge 
has  been  in  need  of  repair  for  some  time. 

Over  the  past  65  years,  the  bridge  has 
been  corroded  by  exposure  to  marine 
elements.  Studies  conducted  two  years 
ago  demonstrated  the  need  for  rehabi- 
litation and  seismic  retrofit  to  bring 
the  bridge  up  to  current  code. 

The  project  consists  of  replacing 
severely  corroded  steel  members,  re- 
placement of  the  south  approach  spans, 
replacement  of  outdated  mechanical  and 
electrical  equipment  and  repainting  of 
all  metal  work  using  original  colors.  It 
also  covers  strengthening  truss  members 
end  modifying  support  bearings  to 
improve  the  bridge's  resistance  to 
seismic  forces. 

Also  included  in  this  project  are 
traffic  improvements,  including  new 
traffic  lights  on  Third  Street  at  Berry 


and  King  Streets  and  China  Basin  (Terry 
Francois)  Blvd.,  and  four  new  permanent 
electronic  message  signs  giving  motorists 
information  about  the  accessibility  of 
the  drawbridge. 

Also  planned  is  construction  of  a  new 
Operator  House  at  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  bridge,  restoration  of  the  existing 
wharf  on  the  southwest  side  of  Third 


Street.  It  is  expected,  the  Dept.  of 
'  Public  Works  notes,  that  there  will  also 
be  minor  lead  abatement  from  paint 
removal  on  the  bridge. 

Designed  by  engineer  Joseph  Strauss, 
the  66-year-old  bridge  is  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
The  bridge  is  actually  two  structures,  a 
bascule  style  bridge  that  rises  over  the 


Mission  Creek  Channel  and  a  pile  sup- 
ported by  the  north  approach  to  the 
waterway. 

The  bridge  opens  approximately  1  2 
times  per  day  during  the  summer  months 
to  let  various  boats  sail  underneath. 
The  channel  will  be  closed  to  marine 
traffic  from  December  1,  1999  until 
January  31,  2000. 


Potrero  Hill  Parking  Permit  Petition 
Making  its  Way  Through  City  Channels 


Petitions  that  were  circulated  last  year 
to  provide  preferential  parking  for  Hill 
residents  are  continuing  through  the 
lengthy  process  at  the  Department  of 
Parking  &  Traffic  (DPT). 

When  the  process  is  completed,  resi- 
dents who  wish  to  pay  $27  per  vehicle 
to  purchase  a  sticker  to  display  on  their 
car  will  be  exempt  from  any  time  limits 
that  will  be  set  to  discourage  those 
attending  games  at  the  new  ball  park 
from  parking  on  the  Hill. 


Longtime  Potrero  Hill  resident  Babette 
Drefke,  who  has  been  spearheading  the 
parking  permit  effort,  told  The  View  that 
more  than  300  signatures  were  gathered 
on  petitions  from  30  blocks  on  the  hill. 
Petitions  were  turned  over  to  the  DPT 
in  May. 

The  DPT  has  finished  their  survey  of 
the  blocks  involved  and  has  forwarded 
their  findings  to  the  State  Dept.  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  which  will  do  another 
survey. 

The  process  continues  through  several 


more  city  departments,  but  petition 
supporters  hope  that  all  entities  will 
have  approved  the  petitions  by  the  time 
that  the  new  ballpark  opens  in  April,  2000. 

Drefke,  who  is  also  a  participant  in 
the  continuing  meetings  with  the  Giants 
about  what  the  traffic  situation  will  be 
when  the  ballpark  opens,  reports  that 
the  Giants  are  issuing  flyers  to  discourage 
private  transportation  and  posting 
signs  to  discourage  traffic  flow  through 
the  neighborhoods.  —CP

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Business  Eviction 


Editor: 

I  am  a  native  San  Franciscan  and  Pot- 
rero Hill  resident  who  has  been  operating 
a  business  South  of  Market  which  was 
started  here  on  Natonia  and  Lafayette 
Streets  in  1978.  I  bought  the  business  in 
1987  and  my  name  has  been  on  the  lease 
since.  Recently  the  building  in  which  1 
house  my  business  has  been  sold  to  a  new 
owner  which  is  now  called  "1050  Natoma 
Associates  LLC."  1  have  been  given  not- 
ice to  vacate  the  building  in  90  days. 
The  new  landlord  has  not  responded  to 
my  requests  to  renew  the  lease  nor  has 
lie  told  me  what  his  plans  are  with  the 
building.  I  have  simply  been  told  that 
my  lease  is  up  and  that  after  21  years  in 
the  same  location  it  is  time  for  my  busi- 
ness to  move. 

In  response  to  Examiner  writer  Penny 
Wallace's  First  Person"  article  July  2, 
1999  -  If  the  Residential  Builders  Assn. 
can  claim  they  have  never  evicted  any- 
one from  a  property  which  they  have 
developed  1  would  guess  that  two  things 
may  be  at  play  here.  They  may  not  re- 
gard a  notice  to  vacate  as  an  eviction 
notice,  especially  if  the  tenant  moves 
without  incident  on  or  before  the  lease 
expires.  Staying  longer  than  their  lease 
allows  can  lead  to  lawyers'  fees  if  not  a 
lockout  and  can  become  not  only  costly 
but  damaging  to  a  business.  Please 
correct  me  if  that  is  not  true. 

Another  thing  (and  I  can  only  suspect 
this)  is  that  construction  companies  can 
operate  under  many  different  names.  A 
statement  as  bold  as  saying  that  they 
never  evicted  a  tenant  is  one  which 
could  only  be  believed  after  a  full  dis- 
closure. They  make  this  statement  be- 
cause they  need  to  defend  themselves. 

Remember  they  are  not  on  trial  here. 
They  are  doing  nothing  illegal.  What 
they  do  is  with  the  approval  of  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Department  and  the 
Office  of  Mayor  Willie  Brown.  They  can 
say  whatever  they  want  and  as  long  as 
the  readers  believe  it  they  will  go  on 
doing  what  they  have  been  doing,  dis- 
placing small  businesses  and  demolish- 
ing what  little  is  left  of  our  history. 

The  wooden  warehouse  where  1  have 
worked  for  21  years  has  some  features 
which  should  probably  be  archived.  Tlie 
entire  4,000  square  foot  floor  is  unique. 
It  is  made  of  old  heartwood  cut  to  three 
inch  lengths  standing  on  their  ends.  The 
wooden  buttressed  ceiling  spanning  the 
entire  building  is  also  unique  for  the 
area.  Before  my  acrylic  fabrication 
shop  occupied  the  premises  it  was  a 
shop  from  which  most  of  the  downtown 
elevators  were  serviced  and  repaired. 
Wherever  my  business  moves  to,  i 
have  formed  many  friendships  on  Nat- 
oma Street  and  will  follow  closely  what 
will  happen  to  1050  Natoma.  If  it  is 
demolished  the  impact  would  be  great.

Some  of  these  groups 
include  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
Chinese  for  Affirmative  Action,  the 
Northern  California  Coalition  for  Immi- 
grant Rights,  the  League  of  Volunteers 
and  the  Center  for  Voting  and  Democ- 
racy.

SAFE  Program  Offers 
Some  Key  Precautions 


Several  neighbors  have  recently  report- 
ed this  scam,  which  you  could  encounter 
yourself: 

A  man  knocking  on  doors  falsely  repre- 
senting himself  as  Neighborhood  Watch 
member,  introduces  himself  as  Jim  or 
Jimmy  and  may  mention  his  wife  Renee 
in  the  conversation.  He  will  describe  a 
scenario  in  which  he  claims  to  have  seen 
someone  sleeping  on  your  doorstep  or 
jumping  over  a  fence  into  your  backyard. 
After  some  friendly  discussion,  he  will 
ask  you  to  pledge  $10  to  $15  to  sponsor 
his  child's  youth  activity.  He  has  been 
described  as  a  white  or  Latin  male,  med- 
ium build,  with  very  poor  dental  hygiene. 

*  Do  not  grant  anyone  access  to  your 
home  or  personal  information.  All  exter- 
ior doors  should  liave  180"  peephole 
viewers  or  other  method  of  determining 
who  is  at  the  door.  Chains  which  allow 
the  door  to  open  partially  are  not  reco- 
mmended, as  they  are  very  easy  to  break. 

•  Post  a  "No  Soliciting:  sign,  or  ask 
solicitors  (through  the  door)  to  leave  in- 


formation at  the  door,  that  you'll  read 
later. 

•Check  carefully  the  identification  of  all 
delivery  people,  repairpersons,  etc.  If 
you  don't  have  a  peephole  viewer,  ask 
them  to  pass  their  I.D.  under  the  door. 
Note  that  most  utility  repairpersons  will 
caii  before  arriving.  If  you  are  at  all 
suspicious,  call  their  company  to  confirm 
their  identity.  If  you  do  not  feel  com- 
fortable having  a  person,  however  legiti- 
mate, in  your  home  while  you  are  alone, 
ask  them  to  return  later,  and  plan  to  have 
a  neighbor  or  family  member  with  you. 

•  If  a  person  refuses  to  show  you  identi- 
fication, threatens  you  or  otherwise  acts 
suspiciously,  call  the  police  at  553-0123 
(or  9-1-1  in  an  emergency).  Try  to  give 
a  detailed  description  of  the  person  and 
any  vehicle.  The  police  need  a  good 
description  in  order  to  find  and  arrest  or 
question  a  suspect.

Friends  Mourn  Dave  Sarvis, 
Theater  Director,  Activist 


Dave  Sarvis,  a  former  Potrero  Hill 
resident  well  known  for  his  work  in  the 
theater  and  his  commitment  to  sorial 
HCtivii.m.  died  June  27  of  congestive 
heart  failure  at  the  age  of  86. 

He  was  born  in  Nanking.  China  to  mis- 
sionary parents  and  returned  to  the  U.S. 
at  age  13.  By  his  own  account,  it  was 
the  human  suffering  in  China,  which  he 
had  witnessed  as  a  child,  along  with  the 
awareness  of  his  privileged  position  as 
a  "protected"  foreigner  there,  that  kind- 
led the  political  consciousness  and  sense 
of  social  responsibility  that  endured 
through  his  life. 

Sarvis  attended  Yale  University  (where 
at  one  point  he  shared  a  loft  with  Paul 
Robeson),  and  at  age  22  illustrated  what 
became  a  standard  text  for  theatrical 
costume  designers.  "Historic  Costume 
for  the  Stage."  by  Lucie  Barton.  His 
early  theatrical  career  was  interrupted 
by  World  War  11,  in  which  he  served  in 
the  Pacific  as  Captain  in  the  Japanese 
I^anguage  Combat  intelligence  section 
of  the  Marine  Corps. 

Following  the  war,  he  moved  to  Los 
Angeles,  where  he  was  active  in  political 
theater  and  where  he  met  and  married 
actress  (and  now  Potrero  View  staff 
member)  Winifred  Mann.  The  couple 
moved  to  San  Francisco,  where  their 
children,  Deborah  and  Paul,  were  born. 
Tiie  family  soon  settled  on  Potrero  Hill, 
both  children  graduating  from  Daniel 
Webster  Elementary  School. 

Sarvis  soon  became  the  driving  force 
behind  the  Labor  Theater  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Labor  School.  His  first  major 
production.  "Stevedore."  a  1930s  play 
by  Paul  Peters  and  George  Sklar,  brought 
members  of  the  waterfront  union  onto 
the  stage. 

He  also  drew  on  other  sectors  of  the 
progressive  community  for  actors  in 
his  presentations  of  Irwin  Shaw's  strong 
anti-war  drama,  "Bury  the  Dead."  and  a 
then-contemporary  musical  satire  titled 
"What's  Left."  In  th»se  and  other  efforts. 


he  made  a  unique  contribution  to  Bay 
Area  theater. 

At  the  height  of  the  McCarthy  Era, 
Sarvis  appeared  in  "Salt  of  the  Earth," 
then  a  politically  controversial  film 
about  a  miners'  strike  in  New  Mexico, 
which  emphasized  both  labor  and 
women's  rights  issues.  Although  criti- 
cally acclaimed,  the  film  was  buried 
for  decades,  but  has  experienced  a 
recent  revival  in  art  houses  and  college 
campuses  and  was  even  part  of  the  May 
Day  lineup  on  the  Turner  Classic  Movies 
(TCM)  channel  earlier  this  year. 

In  1951.  Sarvis  was  an  "unfriendly 
witness"  who  refused  to  name  names 
before  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  during  their  ses- 
sions in  San  Francisco.  During  that 
period  he  continued  to  direct  plays  at 
the  San  Francisco  Interplayers  and  the 
Actors'  Workshop,  in  which  Mann  had  be- 
come a  leading  member  of  the  acting 
company. 

In  addition  to  his  theatrical  contri- 
butions, Sarvis  worked  for  more  than 
20  years  as  an  engineer  and  designer, 
and  is  remembered  by  family  and  friends 
for  his  sometimes  eccentric  home 
improvements,  sculpture,  mechanical 
contraptions,  masks,  storage  devices 
and  art  work. 

Sarvis'  marriage  to  Winifred  Mann 
ended  in  1961  and  in  1963  he  married 
San  Francisco  dancer,  teacher  and 
choreographer  Gloria  Unti.  The  two 
founded  the  Performing  Arts  Workshop 
and  moved  to  Marin  County,  where  he 
continued  to  direct  theater  and  remained 
active  in  social  causes. 

Sarvis  is  survived  by  his  wife  Gloria, 
four  children.  Paul  Sarvis  of  Portland. 
Maine;  Deborah  Sarvis  McNeil  of  Mill 
Valley;  Carla  Sarvis  of  San  Francisco, 
and  Gary  Draper  of  Mill  Valley,  five 
grandchildren,  and  his  beloved  dog,  Mitzi. 

The  family  requests  that  donations  in 
Sarvis'  memory  be  made  to  the  Marin 
Interfaith  Task  Force  in  San  Rafael.

Learn  About  Composting 
At  Wide  Array  of  Classes 


San  Franciscans  often  have  questions 
about  recycling.  To  help  provide  more 
information  and  improve  recycling,  this 
column  will  answer  recycling  cutsticns 
and  give  waste  prevention  tips  each 
montlt. 

Q:  How  can  I  leam  more  about  Com- 
posting? 

A:  Composting,  for  those  of  you  who 
are  not  familiar  with  it,  is  what  you 
can  do  to  recycle  organic  material  from 
your  yard  and  home  such  as  leaves,  grass 
and  other  plant  trimmings  as  well  as 
your  fruit  and  vegetable  scraps. 

Comporting  benefits  both  you  and 
the  environment  by  naturally  breaking 
down  these  organic  materials  into  a 
dark  rich  soil  amendment  that  will  feed 
your  plants.  It  also  saves  water  in  your 
garden  when  used  as  ground  cover,  and 
reduces  pollution  by  diverting  waste 
away  from  our  landfills.  You  may  even 
be  able  to  reduce  the  size  of  your 
garbage  can  thereby  reducing  your 
garbage  bill.  You  can  learn  how  to 
compost  at  FREE  workshops  given  year 
round  by  the  San  Francisco  League  of 
Urban  Gardeners  (SLUG)  and  sponsored 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's 
Recycling  Program.  These  classes  will 
teach  you  how  to  backyard  compost  as 
well  as  how  to  compost  in  a  bin  using 
worms  (perfect  for  apartment  residents).
